The worst offenders are 
generally old established and 
highly respected citizens, own- 
ing their homes or paying 
pre-war, controlled rents. They 
receive for a single room 
monthly more than their out- 
lay for the entire apartment. 


Other bed offenders are oc- 
cupants of abandoned enemy 
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property, also at controlled 
rentals. It is a common prac- 
tice among these, to “sell” 
their tenancy for an enormous 
lump sum. It would be inter- 
esting to know the legal posi- 
tion of the new “tenant.”
